REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


We  'have  maintained  nine  schools,  eight  of  them  for 
twenty-eight  weeks  and  one  for  thirty-one  weeks,  the  three 
weeks  extra,  from  the  Philbrick  fund.  The  whole  number 
of  pupils  was  one  hundred  and  forty-four.  The  pupils  of 
Nos.  6  and  12  have  been  transported  to  No.  7  and  from  No. 
8  to  No.  4.  This  course  we  believe  better  for  the  scholars 
and  at  less  expense  than  opening  more  schools.  We  carry 
quite  a  balance  over  for  the  coming  year.  Tlie  teachers  were 
tired  as  well  as  the  scholars,  the  weather  cold  and  rough, 
and  the  attendance  small,  and  it  did  not  appear  to  us  wise  to 
eontinue  the  schoiol  longer.  The  unexpended  balance  in  the 
school  treasury  will  be  required  to  prepare  for  the  early 
spring  term. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  a  good  corps  of  teach- 
ers and  the  schools  have  made  commendable  progress  in  the 
fundamental  or  basic  branches.  When  we  consider  the  fact 
tJiat  of  these  pupils  whom  we  are  trying  to  fit  for  the  bat- 
tle of  life,  hardly  one  in  ten  will  go  beyond  our  common 
school,  we  believe  the  wiser  policy  is  to  encourage  the  thor- 
ough study  of  the  fundamental  branches  or  to  give  them  first 
place  in  our  curriculum. 

We  have  aimed  to  ground  them  well  in  these  branches,  for 
without  them  as  a  foundation  they  can  never  rear  a  firm  and 
enduring  superstructure.  To  acquire  the  habit  of  study  and 
learn  the  use  of  books  to  find  out  what  they  want  to  know 
instead  of  leaning  upon  the  teacher  to  tell  them,  will  be  of 
great  use  to  them  after  their  school  days  are  over.
